As it is for 
them to pnss or reject, they ought to 
weigh Its merits and demerits very 
carefully . 
Forty -eight y ears lacks 
only two y ears 
of half a century . 
TJiis means 
all the remaining life 
time of even the very y oungest who 
vote on this franchise. 
Tho object of the extension is to 
enable the Lee County Lighting pom 
pany to tie 11 its franchise to another 
company , the Public Service company 
of Chicago. A, C. Warner in T hurs­ 
day ’s Telegraph, tell« the people 
of 
Dixon the advantages of extending 
| the franchise in order to bring tho 
‘ company to Dixon We all know his 
Judgment Is sound: and personally 
¿agree with him. And providing prop­ 
er condition« and restrictions, as he 
intimates, arc embodied in the or­ 
dinance. I shell vote for It, I can sav 
t ha t J have read the 
ordinance as 
filed carefully . And T urn much pkms- 
ed with the provision for the read- 
justrnent of rate« every five y ears, in 
case the city or the company wants a 
readjustment. Tn fact I think the or­ 
dinance for the extension a« far as it 


goes, is good. 
But in vie”f of the fact that the ex­ 
tension Is asked for 4 8 y ears, and in 
vlnw of the experiences we have had 
with the present company we should 
ho extremely cautious in giving away 
o ur rights and the rights of tho gen­ 
erations to come. Parents certainly 
should be careful how they vote away 
their children’s and their children’s 
children’s rights. 


As the extension of the franchise 
looks, it seems very innocent; but in 
view of tho lesson« 
we have been 
taught and of tho experience we have 
had, 
Its very Innocence of ai>ear- 
unce is the real cause of its vlclous- 
ness. 
The voter may easily be lead 
to believe that he is not voting on 
any thing but tint**, merely the ex­ 
tension of the franchise.

BACHELORS PAID A PENALTY! 
- 
I 
Single BlecsrrfncG'*. Was Considered an 
Offense in the Old Greek 
State of Sparta. 


Men were first allowed some free­ 
dom not to marry, but this was grudg­ 
ingly given, and with many penalties j 
for the idiosyncrasy. 
In Sparta, wo I 
are told, bachelors were under ban, j 
disfranchised by law, excluded from ; 
witnessing the great public 
proces­ 
sions which were tho pride of the 
state; and in winter time compelled 
to march naked around the market 


place, singing, as they went, a song 
testifying to their own disgrace by 
which they "Justly suffered punish­ 
ment." 
And in this land, so Insistent in all 
other respects upon reverence for tho 
aged, there was 
one 
exception—a 
youth might refuse, and without re­ 
proof, to rise and give a seat to a 
venerable bachelor, even to one who 
had done honorablo service for the 
state, saying: 
"No son of yours will ever rise to 
give me a seat.” 
This punishm ent of the bachelor 
has been common In many ages and 
countries, and extended uow*n to the 
early days of our rv n history. 
In 
Connecticut, in 16°3, a law* was passed 
which would not “allow any young un­ 
married man to keep 
house,” 
and 
Hartford taxed 
"lone 
men 
tw*enty 
shillings a week" for the "selfish lux­ 
ury of solitary living.” 
Ip 1862 a spo- 
clal town order gave permission for 
two bachelors to keen house together, 
"so they carry themselves soberly and 
do not entertain idle persons to the 
evil expense of time by day or night.” 
whjle as late as the eighteenth cen­ 
tury a general statute of Connecticut 
torbade any "householder," under pen­ 
alty of fine, to "give entertainm ent or 
habitation to single persons without 
special allowanco of the seleotmen." 
—Forum. 


MORALITY OF THE ELEPHANT 


Ho M akes a Cat’s Paw of Boy’c Hand 
to Steal the Unhusked 
Rice. 


Singular as it may seem, elephants 
w'hich have associated with men en­ 
tertain the notion that, under special 
circumstances, they arc not responsi­ 
ble if they utilize another to commit 
an illegal ac t.

open it, and coaxingly invite the boj 
to drop in the paddy. 
Should the boy, however, 
put 
it 
back in the bag, his arm would again 
bo seized by the trunk, and his hand 
would be again inserted into the paddy 
bag. 
The boy, anxious to be released, 
would usually drop the paddy into the 
trunk, and the elephant would blow 
the rice into his mouth. 
Alter ro- 
pcating the operation several times, 
the elephant would scamper off, feel­ 
ing tha t he had got tbo paddy with­ 
out stealing i t —H arper’s Weekly.

to the new com pany or they m ay not. 
The giv ing of a franchise is not to be 
conditional, bu t absolu te. 
The new 
company need not, m ay not bu y af­ 
ter the 4 8 -y ear franchise is giv en. 
In any case, before giv ing 
any 
company , old or new, a 4 8 -y ear fran­ 
chise I wou ld w ant to see to it 
that 
my rights or any m a n’s rights are 
not v oted away . And the trou ble with 
the franchise which we are now call­ 
ed u pon to ex tend, is that by it ou r 
rights are v oted away . 
The cou ncil as a mu nicipal corpo- 
i at ion dealt with the lighting corpo­ 
ration. It was therefore corporation 
dealing writh corporation. W hen the 
mu nicipal corporation had giv en the 
lighting corporation 
franchise 
the 
m u nicipal corporation then receded 
and the indiv idu al citizen alone and 
u naided, had to deal with the light­ 
ing corporation. And we all know the 
power of the indiv idu al when oppos­ 
ed to the power of a corporation. The 
indiv idu al su stains the sam e rela­ 
tion to the corporation tha t a child ’s 
tin ex press wagon bears to a steam 
roller. The 
corporation 
rolls on, 
cru shes and grinds; and the indiv id­ 


u al has no redress; he can only su f­ 
fer and be cru shed and grou nd. Let 
me Illu strate with plain facts. A la­ 
boring m an whom I know, owed for 
his gas from the te nth to the 20th of 
the m onth— ten day s. He had no coal 
kitchen stov e at tha t time. His wife 
had m ade the 
bread 
into loav es 
ready to be pu t into the ov en. 
The 


Lee Cou nty L ighting com pany ’s wag 
on and a force of m en cam e to his 
door. The men dem anded adm ittance 
to the hou se; they detached the me­ 
ter from the wall and took It with 
them. W hen the laboring man came 
hom e at night he fou nd his wife ner­ 
v ou s and hu m iliated. The bread was 
in dou gh, ru nning ov er and sou red. 
There was no m eans of m aking a cu p 
of tea for su pper or a cu p of coffee' 
for breakfast. He had to walk a mile 
to the lighting com pany ’s office to 
pay $1.25 he owed, and pay $1 for 
hav ing the m eter retu rned. This is 
the corporation dealing with the in­ 
div idu al. If there had been crepe on 
the door and the m a n’s wife or child 
dead in the hou se and the force had 
come to take the m eter ou t. while 
e 
was gone to 
select a coffin, 
they 
wou ld hav e taken the m eter ou t ju st 
the same. No ex ceptions are to 
be 
made, the company will tell y ou . 
Let u s see if no ex ceptions 
are 
m ade. Some three or tfou r y ears ago 
the Lee Cou nty L ighting com pany ’s 
wagon and a force of men cam e to 
my door to take the m eter from the 
priest’s hou se, the Catholic 
chu rch 
and parochial school. I owed, I be­ 
liev e, $21.11 at the time. I w ent to 
the telephone and called the m a na­ 
ger of the lighting company . He as­ 
su red m e tha t he had no knowledge 
of the fact tha t the men had come 
to m y hou se to ta k e the m eters ou t, 
and told m e to tell them for him to 
leav e he premises at once and not 
tou ch the meters. It was in Ju ly and 
v ery hot w eather. And abou t 2:3 0 in 
the afternoon, the hottest, tim e in the 
day , Mr. Downs cam e u p to ex plain 
and to assu re me tha t 
r wou ld not 
be molested in that, wav again. 
He 
also assu red me tha t those blood red 
notices^w ou ld not be sent m e arty 
more. 
You rem em ber y et how* last Octo­ 
ber notice was serv ed on me, that 
the serv ice was to be cu t off from 
the priest’s hou se, chu rch and school 
inside of three day s if I did not pay 
a penalty of $2.3 4 , which they call a 
discou nt if paid before the 10th of 
the m onth. This perem ptory u kase 
was serv ed on m e by order of the 
lawy er v ice president of the corpora­ 
tion, who was m ay or when the 30- 
v ear franchise was giv en. This shows 
the streng th of a m an with a corpo­ 
ration behind his back when dealing 
with an indiv idu al citizen. 
Usu ally the indiv idu al su ffers hu ­ 
miliation of this kind in fear 
and 
trem bling, and does not w ant 
his 
neighbors to know tha t he is neing 
cru shed and grou nd. I am not, how­ 
ev er, one who prefers to su ffer 
a 
wrong or an Indignity in secret, and 
instead of hu mbly su bm itting to the 
au tocratic u kase, I aired the m atter 
in the Telegraph. W hen the affair 
reached Milwau kee, 
which it cer­ 
tainly did v ery ex peditiou sly , two tel 
egram s were sent, 
one to the v ice 
president in Dix on calling him off, 
and one to the au d itor inform ing him 
that the v ice president had been or­ 
dered to desist, and telling him that 
it was desirable tha t there shou ld be 
no friction with me. A letter of v ery 
mollify ing natu re was w ritten to me, 
begging me to abstain from any thing 
tha t m ight cau se irritation. 
The contract for lighting the city - 


was abou t to be m ade a t tha t time. 
M oreov er, a high official of the 
com pany called on m e and told me I 
cou ld pay ray bills w henev er I fou nd 
it conv enient, and tha t I wou ld al­ 
way s get the discou nt. T his conces- 
cion I declined, 
telling him I cou ld 
not accept fav ors that the other con­ 
su m ers did not get. He then asked 
me if I cou ld not accept a donation 
to help in m y work. Su ch a thing I 
cou ld not consider u nder the circu m ­ 
stances. It wou ld be the price of my 
liberty . Finally he offered, or rather 
asked to be perm itted, to pay 
the 
law y ers whom I had retained to look 
a fte r my interests in the stand I had 
tak en against oposition by the com­ 
pany . I told him 
these gentlem en 
had kindly donated their serv ices. 
T he official who m ade these pro­ 
posals to m e is a gentlem an in m an­ 
ner and by edu cation; and I am su re 
in head and heart. I do not think he 
cou ld do any thing harsh or cru el. 
R u t he is a part of the m achine call­ 
ed a corporation. He is one ex trem e; 
those who m ake u p the 
other liv e 
here. It takes both to m ak e the cor­ 
poration; diplomacy and sev erity . 
•Now, in v iew of the m ethods the 
corporation 
has 
for dealing with 
the indiv idu al, to cru sh and grind 
one and m ak e concessions and dis­ 
honorable proposals to another, my 
contention is tha t in cities the m u ­ 
nicipal corporation, the people them ­ 
selv es in a corporate 
body , shou ld 
deal with the pu blic u tilities corpo­ 
ration instead of the indiv idu al cit­ 
izen dealing with the corporation. 
I wou ld therefore 
su g g e st 
that 
the lighting com pany be restricted 
by franchise so tha t it cou ld not shu t 
off the serv ice—-gas or electric 
or 
rem ov e a m e te r 
w ithou t a permit 
from the chairm an of the com m ittee 
on light of the city eonu cil. 
In tha t way the indiv idu al citizen 
w ou ld hav e the protection of the mu 
niclpal body against u nju st, harsh, 
cru el and oppressiv e actions of the 
lig hting corporation. This wou ld giv e 
a pu blicity and an official sanction 
to the acts of a corporation and pro 
tect the indiv idu al consu m er as 
i 
m an is legally protected in a mort 
gage foreclosu re by official legal pro­ 


ceedings. 
An 
am endm ent 
to 
tha t effet t 
shou ld be m ade in the present fran 
chise before it is ex tended 
to bind 
two other generations beside u s, who 
are now called u pon to v ote u pon its 
ex tension. It is a most, seriou s m atter 
to 
place 
ou rselv es 
and 
two oth­ 
er generations in the pow er of a cor­ 
poration in su hc a way tha t it can 
hav e its foot on ou r throa t all 
the 
tim e. And my cry In this cam paign 
for the citizen 
for self-protection 
ag ainst the grinding heel of a corpo­ 
ration is: NO EXTENDING W IT H ­ 
OUT AMENDING. 
M arried men owe it to their wiv es 
and children and to their 
grandchil­ 
dren. 
Y ou ng men owe it to their 
m others and sisters and to their fu ­ 
tu re wiv es and children. 
I sincerely hope tha t nothing will 
be done hastily in a m a tte r so far- 
reaching and of su ch grav e im por­ 
tance as g ranting a franchise for -1S 
y ears to a lig hting corporation. Let 
the m a tte r be openly and freely dis­ 
cu ssed in pu blic m eeting by ou r citi­ 
zens beforo we v ote u pon it. 
I w as driv en to come before 
the 
pu blic in this m atter 
by a defiant 
thre a t m ade by the au d itor of 
tin 
com pany F riday afternoon that he 
wou ld send a m an with a constable 
to ta k e ou t a laboring m a n’s gas 
m e­ 
ter, u nless he im m ediately paid a bill 
of $1.3 0. This thre a t was throw n into 
my face at a tim e when, 
notw ith­ 
stand ing the m any acts of ty ranny 
and oppression practiced by this corn 
pany , I had partly consented to help 
to ex tend the franchise.

at Ak aroa, a harbor in 
Hanks penin­ 
sula, 
New 
Zealand, 
but 
has 
not 
brought back Captain Scott 
or 
the 
members of his expedition. 
The com­ 
mander of the T erra Nova brought In­ 
stead the following 
brief 
message 
from Scott: 
“I am rem aining In the antarctic for 
another winter In order to continue 
and complete my work .” 
150 Miles From Pole. 
The laf« ,*st news sent back by Cap­ 
tain Scott 
to his base at MoMurdo 
Sound 
showed that on 
January 3 he 
bad reached a point 150 miles from 
the south pole and was still adv anc­ 
ing. 
It was clear tha t had tbe explorer 
delay ed sending back notification of 
his progress until he actually reached 
the pole, word from him could not 
have been received by the T erra Nova 
before it was compelled to leave, ow­ 
ing to the 
Hefting in of winter and 
the freezing of the Ross sea. 
All on board the Terra itovp are 
well. 
Great disappointment was felt 
when it becam e k nown that the Scott 
party had been left behind. The T erra 
Nova is expected to reach Ly ttelton 
on Wednesday . 
Victory to Amundsen. 
London, April 
1,—Arrival of 
the 
long and im patiently aw aited news of 
Captain Scott’»* antarctic 
expedition 
will bring the keenest disappointment 
to Englishmen, 
who had cherished the 
hope 
that 
tho 
British 
expedition 
might after all prov e to be 
first In 
tho race for tho south 
pole. 
May Attempt Long Dash. 
According 
to 
some 
of 
Captain 
Scott’s Intim ate friends here, no sur­ 
prise need be felt at his decision to 
spend another winter In the south, 
this having been within the original 
scope of, his Intentions. They suggest 
that he may have learned of Amund­ 
sen’s exploit, and thereupon 
deter­ 
mined to a tte m p t a journey aeross the 
Ice barrier, returning from the 
side 
almost opposite that from which bo 
started. 
If this is so, the T« rra Nova prob­ 
ably received ‘Instructions to 
meet 
Scott at some fixed date at 
a point 
on tho barrier opposite Graham Land, 
not far to the south of Cape Horn, 
it 
will tie rem em bered that the German 
explorer, Lieutenant Ftlchner, Is op­ 
erating from that side, and in that 
case ttie two parties may meet. 
Failure Due to Ponies. 
In the ab senet of 
a fuller dispatch 
expected from Scott, 
the 
tendency 
hero Is to attribute his failure to the 
employ ment of ponies instead of dogs. 
His was considered the best equipped 
expedition that ever started for the 
south polar regions. 
It was assem ­ 
bled at a cost « if $200.000. half con­ 
tributed by tho British 
government 
and an equal amount by private sub­ 
scription. 
Scott’s 
party 
comprised, 
besides 
himself, 
twenty -eight 
officers 
and 
scientists and a crew of twenty -seven 
pick ed men. 
It Included Lieut. E. It. 
Evans, second in command and navi­ 
gating officer; 
Lieutenants Johnston 
and Bowers. G. ( \ Simpson of the In­ 
dian survey departm ent, and C. 
H. 
Meares, a well-k nown traveler. 
Scott’s final dash of 800 miles for 
the pole started at the beginning of 
October. 
He expected to reach tbe 
pole before Christmas. Evidently , how­ 
ever, from the slow 
progress 
made 
over familiar ground, slower even than 
Shack leton’s 
expedition, 
unexpected 
difficulties were « encountered. 
Amundsen Win» Honor. 
W hatever may have been the diffi­ 
culties It is clear that to Amundson 
belongs the honor of first reaching 
the south pole. 
Last news of 
Scott 
leaves him still fifteen miles to go to 
equal Shaek leton’s farthest south In 
January , 1309 , and it is unlik ely that 
any later news will bo heard of him 
before October. 
Until then it will not 
lie k nown whether he pushed on and 
reached the pole or 
was obliged 
to 
turn back and return to winter quar­ 
ters.
